'T've been mistreated 
since the election with the 
two new council mem¬ 
bers," she said. "They 
picked and gouged and 
Tom Moser's told me that 
he thought that I wasn't

County to 
make $9K 
annually 
leasing land

STANFORD 

Lincoln County will be 
getting what it hoped to 
get for leasing out 42 
acres of land for farming 
along U.S. 27. 

Magistrates accepted 
Tuesday a bid of $227.55 
per acre from Homestead 
Farms to lease out the 
land, which is adjacent to 
the county animal shelter 
and road department head¬ 
quarters. 

The three-year lease 
will provide the county 
with more than $9,000 per 
year that it would other¬ 
wise not have. 

Magistrate Joe Stanley, 
a Lincoln County farmer 
who headed up the plan to 
lease out the land, estimat¬ 
ed last month the land 
would lease for "more 
than $200 per acre" and 
bring in $8,000-$10,000

Mayor Bill Miracle says he 
wants to start a discussion 
about merging the Stanford 
arts program and the coun¬ 
ty's tourism program. 

Such a merger could save 
money and provide a more 


robust arts program for the 
whole area, he said. 

Miracle said Monday 
there is "a strong potential of 
more layoffs" at a manufac¬ 
turing company within 
Stanford's city limits, but he 
declined to specify which 
company. 

City and county officials 
including Miracle confirmed 


last month they had heard 
rumors that Affinia Brake 
Parts Inc. is planning addi¬ 
tional layoffs beyond the 75- 
person layoff it announced in 
November. 

But no one could confirm 
any official numbers or 
information concerning the 
rumors. 

Lincoln County Economic 


Development Director Matt 
Belcher said this month he 
has yet to hear back from 
BPI after making continued 
attempts to contact their 
spokeswoman, Janet Smith. 

Multiple messages left for 
Smith from The Interior 
Journal over the course of a 
month have not been 
responded to. 


Miracle said he is con¬ 
cerned that if there are any 
more layoffs within city lim¬ 
its, it will reduce Stanford's 
payroll tax revenue and 
force the city to start consid¬ 
ering cuts as it plans next 
year's budget.

Redistricting 
plan would 
affect Lincoln

FRANKFORT A 
redistricting plan passed 
by state house Democrats 
would change the geogra¬ 
phy and number of 
Lincoln County's repre¬ 
sentative district, but local 
Rep. David Meade says its 
unlikely to become law. 

The plan, which passed 
the Kentucky House of 
Representatives 53-46 last 
week, would place 
Lincoln County in District 
55, along with Casey 
County and a portion of 
northwestern Pulaski 
County. 

Lincoln currently sits in 
District 80, along with 
Rockcastle County and a 
small portion of Pulaski.

Bipartisan spirit 
'dashed' in Ky. 
general assembly 


When the 2013 Session of the 
Kentucky General Assembly 
gaveled into business in January, 
there was talk of a spirit of biparti¬ 
sanship and working together for 
the betterment of the 
Commonwealth. That spirit seems 
dashed as we near the end of this 
session. 

That was never more evident 
this week when the House once 
again tackled the topic of redistrict¬ 
ing. It was the second attempt in 
the House after last year’s plan 
was found to be unconstitutional 
by the Kentucky Supreme Court, 
and there was hope in January that 
talk of bipartisanship would equate 
to drawing districts in a manner 
that is fair and equitable to all 
Kentuckians. 

What happened instead was a 
plan that pits 11 current members 
of the Republican Caucus against 
each other, including three in one 
district. While on the other side of 
the aisle only one Democrat 
incumbent faces opposition against 
an incumbent Republican. 

Questions abound about this lat¬ 
est version of House redistricting, 
which centers around the inclusion 
of numbers from Kentucky’s 
prison population counted by the 
U.S Census in 2010, which is the 
roadmap used to draft district 
boundaries. When the maps were 
approved in 2012 for 
Congressional and judicial bound¬ 
aries, the federal prisoner count 
was included in crafting districts. 
But in the current House plan that 
data was not included. 

Four states, New York, 
California, Maryland, and 
Delaware have approved legisla¬ 
tion that stipulates Federal prisoner 
numbers not be included in draw¬ 
ing up new districts. Butin

Kentucky no such law exists. 

No one, outside of those indi¬ 
viduals who drafted the plan, 
knows why the federal prison data 
was left out. What we do know is 
that this is the latest example of 
what should be of great concern to 
all Kentuckians, the continued 
practice of leaving important legis¬ 
lation up to a few people conduct¬ 
ing the people’s business behind 
closed doors. 

We’ve seen its impact on trying 
to deal with Kentucky’s broken 
public pension system, and on 
other important pieces of legisla¬ 
tion like a proposal allowing farm¬ 
ers to grow industrial hemp. After 
it finally received a hearing and 
passed out of committee, the top 
leader in the House declared it to 
be a revenue measure and refused 
to let it come to the floor. 

As long as this attitude contin¬ 
ues to permeate the hallways and 
House chamber, we will never be 
able to tackle the real issues affect¬ 
ing our great Commonwealth. We 
must change the culture and work 
to put our people above politics in 
Frankfort, otherwise Kentucky 
will continue to lag behind the rest 
of our nation.

60 Years Ago 

Originally published March 17,1953 


The March 17, 1953, issue of The Interior Journal 
features the intriguing headline “Train wreck injures 
five slightly.” 

It’s odd to think of a train wreck being “slight” in 
any way — it seems similar to saying a bomb went off 
“just a little bit.” But the odd wording actually repre¬ 
sents what happened fairly accurately — a very bad 
accident with surprisingly few injuries and no deaths. 

The subhead on the story reads “Crash visited by 
thousands,” but there’s no further explanation of this 
in the article and the writer doesn’t get into great 
detail concerning the immediate aftermath, so that part 
is left up to our imaginations. 

Also of note in this issue, there is a ticker box at the 
top of the page comparing annual rainfall amounts 
between 1953 and 1952 and listing the number of fatal 
vehicle wrecks. 

TRAIN WRECK INJURES FIVE SLIGHTLY 

Crash Visited By Thousands 

Five persons were hurt, none seriously, Friday 
morning when two trains—a passenger and freight— 
collided on the Southern Railroad tracks at the south¬ 
ern end of Lincoln County near Eubank. 

The injured were identified as Engineer Jo L. 
Brummett and Conductor Ray Clarkson, both of 
Danville; Baggagemaster Naster Lindloff, Covington; 
Fireman Richard Smith, Oakdale, Tenn., and Postal 


Clerk Claude Rochat, Knoxville. 

Postal Clerk T. E. Mullins, Knoxville, in the same 
car with Rochat, said he, Rochat, Lloyd Gregory, 
Covington, and John Rouse, Bellevue, were in the car 
next to the engine with the passenger train. 

“The crash shook me down and each checked on the 
other to find out how bad each were injured. We dis¬ 
covered that Rochat was hurt and helped him out that 
hole,” he said pointing to the car. (pictured elsewhere). 

According to reports the freight train, headed north, 
had a car to run off the track somewhere back in the 
train. It come on the main line and the southbound 
passenger train smacked it almost head on. Crewmen 
on the passneger saw the obstacle on the tracks, 
applied the brakes and jumped. 

Approximately 19 cars, a locomotive and four mail 
cars were involved in the crash, undoubtedly the 
worse to occur in this county as far as damage is con¬ 
cerned. 

Talking to Mullins early Friday morning as he still 
guarded the registered mail, this reporter was very 
impressed with his calmness. He and his fellow clerks 
had watched the mail all night. He said the accident 
happened around 1:30 a.m. 

Monday morning traffic was moving over the rails 
but the wreckage still lays along the track. First traffic 
to come over the tracks was around 2 p.m. Friday.

Rand Paul sounds'alarm bell'with filibuster

If I had planned to speak 
for 13 hours when I took the 
Senate floor, I would’ve 
worn more comfortable 
shoes. I started my filibuster 
with the words, “I rise today 
to begin to filibuster John 
Brennan’s nomination for 
the CIA. I will speak until I 
can no longer speak” — and 
I meant it. 

I wanted to sound an 
alarm bell from coast to 
coast. I wanted everybody 
to know that our 
Constitution is precious and 
that no American should be 
killed by a drone without 
first being charged with a 
crime. As Americans, we 
have fought long and hard 
for the Bill of Rights. The 
idea that no person shall be 
held without due process, 
and that no person shall be 
held for a capital offense 
without being indicted, is a 
founding American princi¬ 
ple and a basic right. 

My official starting time 
was 11:47 a.m. on 
Wednesday, March 6, 2013. 

I had a large binder of 
materials to help me get 
through my points, but 
although I sometimes read 
an op-ed or prepared 


remarks in between my 
thoughts, most of my fili¬ 
buster was off the top of my 
head and straight from my 
heart. From 1 to 2 p.m., I 
barely looked at my notes. I 
wanted to make sure that I 
touched every point and 
fully explained why I was 
demanding more informa¬ 
tion from the White House. 

Just before 3 p.m., Sens. 
Mike Lee (R-Utah) and Ted 
Cruz (R-Tex.) came to the 
Senate floor to help out. 
Under Senate rules, I could 
not yield the floor or my fil¬ 
ibuster would end, and 
Majority Leader Harry Reid 
(D-Nev.) could have shut 
me down. The only way for 
me to continue and allow 
Sens. Lee and Cruz to speak 
was to yield the floor for 
questions. 

Their presence gave me 
strength and inspiration. 

Sen. Jerry Moran (R-Kan.) 
also arrived to help. Sen. 
Ron Wyden (Ore.), the only 
Democrat who came to my 
defense, explained how we 
have worked together to 
demand more information 
from the White House about 
the rules for drone strikes. 
At about 4:30 p.m., Sen. 
Marco Rubio (R-Fla.) 
joined. I was flagging for a 
while, but these senators 


kept me going. 

Sen. Reid came to the 
Senate floor to ask me when 
I would be done so he could 
schedule a vote. But I was¬ 
n’t ready to yield. I felt I 
had a lot more explaining to 
do. 

At about 6:30 p.m., some¬ 
thing extraordinary hap¬ 
pened. Sen. Mark Kirk (R- 
111.), who has been recover¬ 
ing from a stroke, came to 
the floor to give me some¬ 
thing. I was not allowed to 
drink anything but water or 
eat anything but the candy 
left in our Senate desks. But 
he brought me an apple and 
a thermos full of tea — the 
same sustenance Jimmy 
Stewart brought to the 
Senate floor in the movie 
“Mr. Smith Goes to 
Washington.” That was a 
moment I will never forget. 

Sen. Cruz came to the 
floor again just before 7:30 
p.m. and said, “Given that 
the Senate rules do not 
allow for the use of cellular 
phones on the floor of the 
Senate, I feel quite confi¬ 
dent that the senator from 
Kentucky is not aware of 
the Twitter-verse that has 
been exploding.” 

I had little idea of what 
was going on. I was allowed 
only to talk and listen to 


questions. As I started to 
walk around the Senate 
chamber to loosen up my 
legs, I was energized by the 
responses on Twitter. Sen. 
Cruz really lifted my spirits 
when he read the tweets. 

Then something unex¬ 
pected happened. House 
conservatives started 
appearing in the back of the 
chamber to show their sup¬ 
port. Rep. Louie Gohmert 
(R-Tex.), who stayed for 
five hours, offered me his 
boots when I complained 
that I had not worn my most 
comfortable shoes. My good 
friend Rep. Thomas Massie 
from Kentucky came over. 
And then came the conser¬ 
vative cavalry of Reps. 
Justin Amash (Mich.), Ron 
DeSantis (Fla.), Doug 
LaMalfa (Calif.), Garland 
“Andy” Barr (Ky.), Trey 
Radel (Fla.), Michael 
Burgess (Tex.), Jim 
Bridenstine (Okla.), Raul R. 
Labrador (Idaho), Keith 
Rothfus (Pa.), Paul Gosar 
(Ariz.), Steve Daines 
(Mont.), Bill Huizenga 
(Mich.), Richard Hudson 
(N.C.) and David 
Schweikert (Ariz.). 

Over the evening I had 
the support of Republican 
Sens. John Barrasso (Wyo.), 
Mitch McConnell (Ky.), 


Saxby Chambliss (Ga.), 

John Cornyn (Tex.), John 
Thune (S.D.), Pat Toomey 
(Pa.) and Ron Johnson 
(Wis.). And Sens. Cruz, Jeff 
Flake (R-Ariz.) and Tim 
Scott (R-S.C.) used the 
opportunity to make their 
first speaking appearances 
on the Senate floor. Sen. 
Angus King (I-Maine) came 
at the end to speak, but after 
midnight, I had said enough. 

By the end of the night, I 
was tired and my voice was 
cracking. I ended by saying, 
“The cause here is one that I 
think is important enough to 
have gone through this pro¬ 
cedure.” I talked about the 
idea of compromise, but 
said that “you don’t get half 
of the Fifth Amendment.” I 
argued that we need more 
extended debates. And final¬ 
ly, at 12:40 a.m., I yielded 
the floor. 

The next day, the Senate 
confirmed John Brennan as 
director of the CIA. But this 
debate isn’t over. 

The Senate has the power 
to restrain the executive 
branch — and my filibuster 
was the beginning of the 
fight to restore a healthy 
balance of powers. The 
president still needs to 
definitively say that the 
United States will not kill 


American noncombatants. 
The Constitution’s Fifth 
Amendment applies to all 
Americans; there are no 
exceptions. 

The outpouring of support 
for my filibuster has been 
overwhelming and hearten¬ 
ing. My office has fielded 
thousands of calls. Millions 
have followed this debate 
on TV, Twitter and 
Facebook. The day after the 
filibuster, the White House 
produced another letter 
explaining its position on 
drone strikes. But the 
administration took too 
long, and parsed too many 
words and phrases, to instill 
confidence in its willingness 
or ability to protect our lib¬ 
erty. 

I hope my efforts help 
spur a national debate about 
the limits of executive 
power and the scope of 
every American’s natural 
right to be free. “Due 
process” is not just a phrase 
that can be ignored at the 
whim of the president; it is 
a right that belongs to every 
citizen in this great nation. 

I believe the support I 
have received shows that 
Americans are looking for 
someone to really stand up 
and fight for them. And I’m 
prepared to do just that.

An encouraging word 

A sense of direction 
and value

During the Great 
Depression years when I 
was a small boy, we spent 
many winter evenings 
around the fireplace. To 
entertain us, my father 
often took an old tattered 
McGuffey’s Third Reader 
from the shelf and read sto¬ 
ries from it to us. 

That old book was one of 
the textbooks my father 
used when he was a small 
boy attending a one- 
roomed country school. It 
was one of a series of text¬ 
books written by William 
Holmes McGuffey and 
used in American schools 
from the middle of the 
nineteenth century until the 
early part of the twentieth 
century. The fascinating 
stories in the old book were 
written to teach students to 
read. But there was more: 
Each story contained a 
moral truth that was not to 
be missed by the student. 

Then, we moved in an 
entirely new direction. The 
McGuffey Readers with 
stories illustrating moral 
truth were abandoned, and 
a significant curriculum 
change was made. When I 


started to school in a one- 
roomed country school, I 
was given a beautiful new 
textbook. With bright yel¬ 
low binding, it had page 
after page of beautifully 
colored pictures and a sim¬ 
ple story about Ben and 
Alice. 

Now, Ben and Alice, a 
little boy and a little girl, 
lived in an unreal world 
where nothing was wrong 
and nothing was right. Day 
after day the sun rose in the 
east, and at the close of the 
day, it disappeared in the 
west. The book was noth¬ 
ing more than a jumble of 
words correctly written so 
first grade students could 
learn to read and build a 
vocabulary. 

But there is more to life 
than that. One needs a 
sense of direction and 
value. Sometime ago, I 
came across a significant 
statement: “Don’t just 
teach kids how to count. 
Teach them what counts.” 
That will help to prepare 
them for life in a real world 
where difficult decisions 
have to be made and some 
things are right and some 
things are wrong.

In the event of an emer¬ 
gency, the few minutes 
that follow are typically 
the most important. These 
critical moments can 
make a difference in the 
outcome of the situation. 
Should you encounter an 
emergency situation, 
remember four important 
steps: prevent, prepare, 
recognize and act. 

Individuals can help to 
prevent medical emergen¬ 
cies by reducing their risk 
factors for certain health 
problems. Getting regular 
exercise and medical 
check-ups are two ways 
to reduce your risk fac¬ 
tors. 

Individuals can be pre¬ 
pared for emergencies by 
having a well-stocked 
first aid kit in the home, 
car and at work. It’s also 
important to organize 
family medical informa¬ 
tion (including a list of 
medications taken and 
allergies), eliminate safe¬ 
ty hazards in the home, 
take a first-aid class and 
post emergency numbers 
by the phone. 

Recognizing life- 

threatening emergencies 
is very important. Get 
immediate help when you 
notice the following 


warning signs: chest pain 
lasting two minutes or 
more; uncontrolled bleed¬ 
ing; sudden or severe 
pain; coughing or vomit¬ 
ing blood; difficulty 
breathing or shortness of 
breath; sudden dizziness, 
weakness or change in 
vision; severe or persist¬ 
ent vomiting or diarrhea; 
or change in mental sta¬ 
tus. Anyone who witness¬ 
es a medical emergency 
should be ready, willing 
and able to act until 
emergency services arrive 
by calling paramedics, 
applying direct pressure 
on a wound, performing 
CPR or splinting an 
injury. Do not move any¬ 
one involved in a car 
accident, serious fall or 
found unconscious unless 
they are in immediate 
danger of further injury.

Educational Fund hears 
from student benefactors

In 1993, Robert C. Bryan 
obtained data that a low per¬ 
centage of Lincoln County 
graduates were attending 
college. So Bryan and fellow 
Stanford High School gradu¬ 
ates David M. Pettus, Eunice 
A. Pence and Benjamin J. 
Gaines began planning a 
scholarship program to help 
students realize their aca¬ 
demic dream. 

The first Lincoln County 
Educational Fund scholar¬ 
ships were awarded in 1995, 
and the Fund, which became 
incorporated in 2003, has 
been making a difference in 
the lives of the county’s 
youth ever since. 

The fund has helped more 
than 100 students attend col¬ 
lege. 

A couple of those students 
currently living out their 
post-secondary dreams 
stepped up Saturday evening 
to share their college experi¬ 
ences at the fund’s annual 
meeting held at First 
Southern National Bank. 

Fund committee members 
Woods Adams and Beverly 
Murphy introduced the two 
guest speakers — Renee 
Dyehouse and Haley 
Stevens. 

Dyehouse, a junior at 
Eastern Kentucky University 
was the first at the podium. 
She is pursuing a double 
major in Comparative 
Humanities and Religion. 
With a general focus on 
international studies, 
Dyehouse is also minoring in 
French. 

“Your support and your 
monetary aid has provided 
great assistance for myself 
and my family,” Dyehouse 
said. “I really appreciate all 
your support because it 
allowed me to focus in on 
my studies, and not all the 
time being constantly wor¬ 
ried about (finances). It’s 
helped me make the best 
decisions possible for 
improving and maintaining 
my education. So I thank 
you for that.” 

While the fund’s scholar¬ 
ship has helped Dyehouse 
pursue her education, the 
financial aid has also broad¬ 
ened her life experiences. 

“Last summer I got the 
opportunity to study abroad 
in Istanbul, Turkey.” she 
said. “I got to go to many 
archaeological sites. I also 
got to study the role of Islam 
in Turkey, and I also studied 
civilizations of ancient 
Turkey.” 

Dyehouse, who works as a 
tutor to student-athletes at 
EKU’s Bratzke Center and 
as an administrative assistant 
to the university’s chaplain, 
plans to continue her educa¬ 
tion beyond the bachelor’s 
she’s currently working on. 

“I’m getting my bachelor’s 
degr ee in spring 2014, and 
after that I am going to con¬ 
tinue my studies at the grad¬ 
uate level in religion,” 
Dyehouse said. 

She said she has no specif¬ 
ic career path in mind as yet, 
but feels her broad range of 
interests, which include liter¬ 


ature, history, foreign lan¬ 
guage, international studies 
and religion, are all possibili¬ 
ties thanks to her education. 

“I’m hoping that my 
undergraduate studies have 
provided a significant foun¬ 
dation for further studies in 
my different areas of inter¬ 
est,” Dyehouse said. 

Stevens, who is majoring 
in psychology at EKU, has 
encountered some struggles 
in the pursuit of her degree, 
juggling her time between 
family (including her 14- 
month-old son Jackson) and 
school, but she has never 
backed down from her 
dream of a college educa¬ 
tion. 

“Last year that wasn’t the 
easiest thing to juggle,” 
Stevens said. “It would have 
been much easier to put 
(school) on the back burner 
or to completely give it up 
all together. But I realized I 
needed, had to do it (com¬ 
plete school) even more so 
for (Jackson).” 

Stevens said without the 
fund’s scholarship, she 
wouldn’t have had a chance 
to make that choice. 

“I would like to thank you 
all for all your hard work 
and dedication because with¬ 
out you all I would not be 
where I am today,” she said. 
“I come from a low-income 
family, so this dream would 
have been really hard to 
achieve. With your help I’ve 
been able to achieve that 
and, hopefully, can get out 
debt-free when I graduate.” 

Like Dyehouse, Stevens 
plans to receive her degree 
in spring 2014. Also like 
Dyehouse, Stevens’ studies 
will continue, thanks to a 
life-changing experience that 
caused her to rechart her 
career path. 

Ever since her mother, 
Amy Stevens, made an 
extended stay in an intensive 
care unit (ICU) in Lexington, 
Stevens has decided upon a 
new major — nursing. 

“She was in ICU for about 
two weeks and I just real¬ 
ized what an impact a nurse 
has on a patient and the fam¬ 
ily during that time,” 

Stevens said. “I felt like 
with all that I went through 
that that was the positive 
thing that came out of it for 
us. That that’s what I need to 
be. 

“Of course, I’m going to 
get my psychology degree 
because it’s something I’ve 
always wanted, but then I’ll 
work on my nursing degree. 
And I’d like to find a career 
in surgical ICU. I don’t care 
what hospital I work at, but 
I’d like to stay around here.” 

Fund president Ann Booth 
led a round of applause as 
the students finished their 
speaking. 

“This is why we do what 
we do,” Booth said. “We 
know that our students are 
absolutely wonderful, and 
every year that is reinforced 
when we all get together and 
listen to what is going on in 
their lives.” 

The only time Booth 
beamed brighter during the 
program was when she held 
up the 2013 Kentucky 


School Board Association 
(KSBA) Friend of Education 
Award. The award is pre¬ 
sented to an individual, an 
organization, a business or a 
corporation in recognition of 
support for public education 
in their home community as 
well as across the state, and 
the fund was this year’s 
recipient. 

“Now it’s ‘Friend’ — it is 
not ‘one of the friends.’ We 
are the statewide winner of 
this award,” Booth 
explained. “Without the sup¬ 
port of our superintendent 
and our board, year in and 
year out, we wouldn’t be 
where we are. And I’m not 
talking about the award, I’m 
talking about the number of 
donors, money, scholars. We 
really appreciate that.” 

Booth accepted the award 
for the Lincoln County 
Educational Fund, Inc. dur¬ 
ing the KSBA’s Annual 
Conference in Louisville. 
Durward Narramore, KSBA 
president, made the presen¬ 
tation of the award. 

Jim Kelley, chairman of 
the Lincoln County School 
Board, commended Booth 
and the Fund for the award. 

“This is a very prestigious 
award,” he said. “You are 
making a big difference, and 
you are helping a lot of kids 
further their education.” 

As the Lincoln County 
School Board noted in nom¬ 
inating the fund, “Existing 
financial aid and scholarship 
programs fail to meet the 
needs of many who aspire to 
higher education.” 

Fund treasurer Becky 
Oaks reported that the Fund 
was currently assisting 16 
returning students and five 
freshmen with $35,650.

tion. 

“I can say that we were 
very proud and honored to 
have the Fund represent our 
community,” Hatter said at 
Saturday’s meeting. “Thank 
you for your focus on the 
community’s students.” 

Three fund recipients 
recently completed degrees, 
with Mollee Creech Leach 
and Nicholas Kyle Porter 
graduating from Eastern 
Kentucky University and 
Daniel Chase Padgett gradu¬ 
ating from Campbellsville 
University.

Mayor Bill Miracle said 
Pike has agreed to remain on 
as city clerk for four to six 
weeks in order to make a 
smooth transition. 

’’Dana Taylor will proba¬ 
bly step up now and fill the 
slot,” he said. ”We may or 
may not advertise at some 
point ... but we will proba¬ 
bly wait until we kind of get 
settled down here a little bit 
and she’s gone." 

After the meeting, Hazlett 
said she wasn’t sure of the 
circumstances that caused 
Pike’s announcement. 

"I know that there was 
some issues. I had asked 
some questions about spend¬ 
ing,” Hazlett said. "I tried to 
work with her and it ... just 
never worked out. So I did 
my best and was willing all 
the time to accommodate her 
and do things her way, but I 
was told the last time I talked 
to her that she never wanted 
to talk to me again. 

"I haven’t talked to her 
since then.” 

Moser said he’s aware his 
request for a year’s worth of 
employee time sheets for 
Pike and Community Arts 
Center Director Bob Swett 
got under Pike’s skin. A 
request from Hazlett for 
’’past bills” also irked Pike, 
he added. 

"I think we asked straight 
questions that city people 
need to know and people 
who are paying taxes need to 
know," he said.

"He doesn’t 
work at city hall, so he does¬ 
n’t understand or have any 
idea what the work environ¬ 
ment is here." 

Councilman Eddie Carter 
said he doesn’t have any con¬ 
cerns about how city hall is 
functioning and he’s unaware 
of any concerns from other 
council members besides 
Moser and Hazlett. 

"We’re public servants for 
the citizens of this town and I 
haven’t heard any com¬ 
plaints," he said. 

Pike said once she leaves 
her position with the city, she 
plans to begin working for 
WPBK. 

Hazlett said she wishes 
Pike the "best of luck" in her 
next job. 

"It’s tough to transition 
from one city clerk to the 
other, but I trust that she’s 
making the decision that’s 
best for herself," Hazlett said.

Magistrate David 

Faulkner said he was pleased 
with the results of Stanley’s 
plan. 

"Over the next three years, 
that’s almost ... $30,000 we 
would not have seen," he 
said. 

In other fiscal court busi¬ 
ness: 


• Lincoln Emergency 
Management Director Don 
Gilliam said the county’s 
new reverse 911 emergency 
alert system could be up and 
running for at least landline 
telephones in about a week; 
and 

• magistrates approved 
providing $48,000 for the 
Lincoln County Soil 
Conservation District’s 
annual budget. Judge- 
Executive Jim Adams said 
the amount is $3,000 more 
than the county provided last 
year. The extra money will 
allow the district to imple¬ 
ment more clean-water pro¬ 
grams that help "keep cattle 
out of creeks," he said. 


Stanford trash customers may be 
reimbursed for improper charge

STANFORD — Some Stanford resi¬ 
dents have apparently been paying 
about $2 too much per month for trash 
pickup. 

City Councilwoman Amy Hazlett told 
council members Thursday night she 
had looked into the city’s trash charges, 
which are billed through the water 
department, after a constituent com¬ 
plained to her that her bill was too high. 

"Apparently we’ve been charging 
$2.10 a month on water bills for a trash 
container," she said. 

One or two trash containers are sup¬ 
posed to be included at no additional 
charge to each address, according to the 
city’s contract with Republic Services 
Inc. 

Stanford Mayor Bill Miracle said the 
city discovered the improper charge 
after the council approved a trash rate 
increase of 25 cents per month in 
February. 


TRASH BREAKDOWN 

Beginning with this month's bills, 
Stanford trash customers will pay 
$10.10 for trash pickup, along with a 
5-percent fee added by the water 
department for processing the bills. 

The total cost will be $10.60. 

For the past two years, Stanford 
trash customers have paid $9.85 per 
month plus the 5-percent billing fee, 
for a total of $10.34. 

Customers who have been paying 
the additional $2.10 for trash contain¬ 
ers have been paying a total of 
$12.44 per month. 

If city officials move forward with a 
plan to credit back that $2.10 per 
month, affected customers will pay a 
net total of $8.50 per month for the 
same number of months they paid 
the container fee. 

He said he believes the city is improp¬ 
erly charging the $2.10. 

"We are talking to the League of 
Cities and the water department to try to 


resolve this and see what the real situa¬ 
tion is," he said. "I'm not trying to put 
off anything on it. We want to get all the 
facts together before we actually start 
addressing that." 

City Clerk Denise Pike said the easi¬ 
est way to fix things will probably be to 
give customers monthly credits of $2.10 
for however many months they wound 
up paying the extra money. It will take 
"a little bit of doing" to figure out exact¬ 
ly how much each customer is owed, 
she said. 

"We're trying to make it as easy a 
transition back to them (trash cus¬ 
tomers) as we can," she said. "Mainly 
we just want to make sure that we've 
done it as correctly as we could about 
giving it back." 

Republic Services petitioned the city 
council last month for a 5-percent 
increase to their monthly trash pickup 
fee. The council voted 5-1 to award a 
2.5-percent increase instead, bringing 
Republic's monthly charge up from 
$9.85 to $10.10.

Coal truck overturns on U.S. 150

STANFORD — It was a 
cold and slow Wednesday 
morning for traffic on west¬ 
bound U.S. 150 between 
Stanford and Danville last 
week, after a semi-truck car¬ 
rying a full load of coal 
overturned on the slick 
roads. 


Stanford Fire Chief Scott 
Maples said the driver of the 
truck was the only person 
involved in the wreck. The 
driver suffered a head injury 
and was transported from 
the scene, he said. 

The truck traveled off the 
right shoulder of westbound 
U.S. 150 as it traveled 
around a curve in the road 
just north of Stanford. 


Maples said tire tracks 
show the truck corrected 
back onto the road before 
flipping sideways, covering 
the road and shoulder in 
black coal. 

The wreck happened 
around 5 a.m. Traffic headed 
toward Danville remained 
backed up until around 10 
a.m., with lines sometimes 
reaching as far back as the 


Marathon gas station inside 
Stanford city limits. 

It took three tow trucks 
working together to flip the 
semi back onto its wheels, 
Maples said. 

Lincoln County Sheriff 
Curt Folger said his office 
has handed investigation of 
the incident over to 
Kentucky Vehicle 

Enforcement. 


MERGER 
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Miracle said there are potential sav¬ 
ings available to Stanford by merging 
its arts center budget with Lincoln 
County's tourism budget and creating a 
shared arts and tourism entity. 

"To me, it just makes sense that we 
should be able to put something 
together here and save the taxpayers 
money," he said. "Politics sometimes 
get in the way because any time you 
make major changes, somebody's 
going to be afraid they're going to 
make somebody mad." 

Such a merged program could 
potentially have a budget of $90,000- 
$100,000 and "would be a benefit to 
our taxpayers all around," he said. 

This year, the Stanford arts budget is 
a little more than $48,000. Judge- 
Executive Jim Adams said Lincoln 
County spends somewhere in the 
vicinity of $53,000 on its tourism pro¬ 
gram. 

Adams said he's open to discussing a 
merger but "would want to hold off 
until budget talks begin." 

"I think there could be some advan¬ 
tage to that, business-wise," he said. 
"In today's economies, with today's 


budgets, you've got to look at every¬ 
thing." 

Adams said he would want to see a 
merged program participating in activ¬ 
ities across the county, not just in 
Stanford. 

"If you combined the county and the 
city, then we're going to have to get 
some of the county involved, such as 
Crab Orchard and Waynesburg and 
Hustonville and the McKinney area," 
he said. 

Stanford arts Director Bob Swett, 
who is planning to step down at the 
end of June, said he thinks a merged 
program could continue to set a great 
example for other area arts programs. 

"My biggest thing is keeping the 
program alive," he said. 

Swett said he would like to start 
working on a transition with whoever 
is going to replace him as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

Lincoln County's tourism Director 
Jamie Leigh noted the two programs 
don't exactly do the same things. 

"Promoting the arts is totally differ¬ 
ent from tourism," she said. "Tourism 
is economic sustenance. Tourism is 
responsible for marketing the area." 

Right now, Leigh said she's focused 
on getting people interested in visiting 


the William Whitley House and Cedar 
Creek Lake. 

The tourism program is a member of 
Kentucky Tourism, which helps it land 
advertisements for Lincoln County in 
magazines and other publications for 
free or a reduced price, she said. 

Miracle and Leigh noted an attempt¬ 
ed merger several years ago of 
Stanford's now-defunct Main Street 
program and the county's tourism pro¬ 
gram failed after a brief period. 

"It was a good idea, but for whatev¬ 
er reason, it didn't work," Leigh said. 

Miracle said there were some issues 
with the old merger, but no one tried 
hard enough to solve the problems and 
make it work. 

"I think if we had stayed with it and 
addressed some problems and just 
worked through it, things would have 
been a lot better," he said. 

Miracle said besides a city-county 
program merge, he's thinking about 
hiring two part-time people to replace 
Swett in the new fiscal year. 

Hiring part-time employees could 
help the city avoid paying benefits on 
top of salaries. 

Swett's salary is $22,800, but includ¬ 
ing benefits, it costs Stanford around 
$35,000 to employ him. 


REDISTRICTING 
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would be the incumbent from 
District 80 but would run for the 
District 55 seat in 2014 under the 
plan, he said. 

Meade said if the plan were to 
pass the state senate and voters in 
his new district elected him again, 
it would be "easy adjustment." 

"By being rural areas made up of 
small towns, Casey and Lincoln 
have many things in common," he 
said. "We share many of the same 
wants, needs and values." 


But Meade said he would not 
appreciate losing Rockcastle 
County. And the new district 
Rockcastle would be a part of 
would not accurately represent that 
county's citizens, he added. 

The Democratic plan would 
reform District 80 to include 
Rockcastle County, a strip of west¬ 
ern Madison County and a chunk of 
southern Fayette County. 

"How does putting Rockcastle, 
which I represent, in a district that 
includes southern Fayette County ... 
meet the needs of the people?" he 
said. "Many people from Rockcastle 


have told me they don't want this, 
and I don't believe their needs are 
met in that plan." 

Meade voted against the plan as it 
passed. He also voted in favor of 
five different Republican-backed 
floor amendments to the bill that 
failed. 

"The version of the bill that passed 
was a plan that was designed behind 
closed doors by two or three mem¬ 
bers of the other party's leadership," 
he said. "It pitted 11 incumbent 
Republicans against each other and 
one Republican against a very well- 
known member of Democrat house 


leadership. The plan was designed to 
simply eliminate Republicans." 

Meade said the failed floor 
amendments proposed by 
Republicans included one that sim¬ 
ply re-numbered a pair of districts so 
an incumbent representative could 
keep his current district number and 
one proposed by Rep. Jonathan 
Shell from Garrard County that 
would have erased many drastic 
changes proposed for Lincoln, 
Garrard, Boyle, Casey, Madison and 
Fayette counties. 

After passing the Democratically- 
controlled house, the redistricting 


bill was received in the Republican- 
majority senate last week. But 
Meade said Senate President Robert 
Stivers has said he has "no intentions 
of taking up redistricting this ses¬ 
sion." 

"I have spoken with some of the 
senators and we all feel that the bill 
will not go anywhere in the senate, 
and we will hopefully go back to the 
drawing board," Meade said. "With 
more time and both sides working 
together, we can create a bi-partisan 
map that will truly be beneficial to 
all the people of the 
Commonwealth." 
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Stanford 
could lose ice 
storm money 
from FEMA

STANFORD — The city of Stanford 
has to correct and clarify receipts sub¬ 
mitted to the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency or risk losing some 
of the more than $100,000 in relief it 
received for the 2009 ice storm cleanup. 

Mayor Bill Miracle told city council 
members last week that FEMA is send¬ 
ing back ice-storm paperwork submitted 
by former city clerk Sandy Gooch and 
former Stanford Fire Chief Kenny 
McDaniel because it ’’can't make heads 
or tails of it." 

"There was a lot of paperwork that 
was put together to get reimbursed for a 
lot of expense," he said. "It's taken 
FEMA four years to notify us and get 
back to us, which is kind of out there, 
but there is a possibility if we can't get 
these records in order — matching 
checks with receipts and all this kind of 
stuff — we may have to reimburse the 
money." 

"It was due to the record-keeping and 
the book-work that was done in ’09," he 
added. "I'm just telling you flat-out that's 
what it is." 

Miracle said after the city cleaned up 
damage from the massive 2009 ice storm 
that devastated Kentucky, FEMA reim¬ 
bursed Stanford for 90 percent of around 
$112,000 in expenses, which works out 
to a little more than $100,000. 

Stanford can still receive the remain¬ 
ing 10 percent as well, but not until 
FEMA is satisfied with the records 
showing what the city spent. 

Miracle and City Clerk Denise Pike 
said Gooch began the paperwork for the 
reimbursement following the ice storm. 
After Gooch was fired in late 2010, 
McDaniel took over the work, they said. 

Councilman Scottie Ernst asked if 
Gooch or McDaniel, who retired in 
January, could be brought in to help 
align the paperwork. 

"We're not going to do that," Miracle 
said. "We're going to work on it our¬ 
selves." 

Pike said she and Fire Chief Scott 
Maples will be going over the returned 
documentation and attempting to organ¬ 
ize it to FEMA's liking. 

"Neither one of us had anything to do 
with it, so we've got to start trying to 
(sift) through all of it," she said. 

Pike said a FEMA representative told 
her "nothing matches" and there are "lit¬ 
tle bitty copies of checks" that are essen¬ 
tially unreadable. 

If the city can't bring the records up to 
snuff with FEMA's requirements, it 
could potentially be on the hook to 
return some of the money it received. 

"I don't think we'll lose all of it by any 
means," Miracle said. "I think once we 
get the packet back from FEMA, it may 
take some time, but I think ... we can 
make it work OK."

Federal USDA rural biz official 
tours Lincoln Manufacturing

STANFORD — A top business 
development official in the Obama 
administration visited Stanford last 
week to tour a local factory that 
has benefitted from millions in 
government-guaranteed loans over 
the past three years. 

Lillian Salerno, acting adminis¬ 
trator for the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture's Rural Business and 
Cooperative Programs, said she 
stopped by Lincoln Manufacturing 
LLC. because "we're in a cmcial 
time of making sure that people in 
mral America have a voice." 

"I think it's harder and harder 
with the politics to have folks that 
really do the work have the micro¬ 
phone in Washington," she said. 

"Any time I can, I wave the flag of 
mral manufacturing because that's 
my background." 

Salerno toured the factory floor 
with LML owner Masato 
Sugimura and local and state offi¬ 
cials, learning about LML's 
process for manufacturing the 
many car parts it creates. 

"I'm really interested in how you 
all attract your employees and 
keep people here and keep them 
trained because that's the kind of 
stuff that Washington needs to hear 
about," Salerno said. 



LML was awarded $9.85 mil¬ 
lion in guaranteed loans through 
the USDA in 2010. It also received 
guaranteed loans from Kentucky 
Highlands Investment Corporation 
in 2012 to save up to make energy 
efficiency upgrades estimated to 
save the company up to 44.3 per¬ 
cent in energy costs annually. 

Salerno said there's a real need 
to provide funding for mral man¬ 
ufacturing outfits like LML. As 
an entrepreneur in Texas, she said 
she learned first hand how hard it 
can be to get investor support in 
mral areas. 

"They didn't want to give us 
money unless we put our factory 
right next to the Dallas-Ft. Worth 
Airport, which was not mral," she 
said. "We said not 'no,' but sort of 


'hell no.'" 

Salerno said LML's subsequent 
success following the loans it 
received gives her ammunition to 
make the case for mral manufac¬ 
turing as a vital piece of the 
national economy. 

"What I do like to do is ... go 
back and say, 'these are real peo¬ 
ple doing this work,"' she said. 
"When we're talking about what 
matters in the U.S. economy — 
making sure we have access to 
capital, a trained workforce — 
those are the kinds of things we 
really need to drive back to 
Washington." 

After Salerno visited Stanford, 
she headed to London for a 
roundtable with economic devel¬ 
opment leaders. 


Lincoln County 
gives first nod to 
trash pickup fees

STANFORD — Magistrates 
have given initial approval to a 
plan to implement franchise 
fees on waste collection compa¬ 
nies operating in Lincoln 
County. 

Solid Waste Director Chris 
Thomason said the fees would 
only apply to companies that 
pick up Dumpsters for busi¬ 
nesses, not to anyone who picks 
up residential trash. 

Magistrates approved a first 
reading of an ordinance amend¬ 
ment Tuesday that would give 
the Lincoln/Garrard Solid 
Waste board authority to set a 
fee on commercial trash pick¬ 
ups and a cap on how much 
waste-collection companies can 
charge per pickup. 

Thomason estimated the fees 
could bring in around $25,000 
per year for solid waste, which 
would allow the department to 
grow with demand and imple¬ 
ment improvements without 
eating into the county's general 
fund. 

Fees will likely be set at 
around 6 percent of whatever 
the company is charging for 
trash pickup, he said. 

Caps on how much compa¬ 
nies can charge will be set 
based on "average rates for the 
area" and will take into account 
things like fuel costs, 
Thomason said. 

"It won't be something so low 
that nobody would want to do 
business," he said. "We under¬ 
stand that's how people make 
their living and we don't want 
to put them out of business." 

Lincoln County's franchise 
fees would be "non-exclusive," 
meaning multiple trash-pickup 
companies can compete for 
business by offering lower 
prices. 

Thomson said right now, 
there are three companies oper¬ 
ating in Lincoln County that 
offer Dumpster-pickup servic¬ 
es. 

But if the case arises where 
there is only one trash-pickup 
company operating in an area, 
County Attorney Daryl Day 
said the cap on pickup charges 
helps protect local businesses. 

Without competitors or a 
charge cap, a trash-pickup 
company could raise its rates to 
very high levels and gouge area 
businesses, he said. 

Magistrates still have to 
approve a second reading of 
the ordinance amendment 
before it becomes law, at which 
point the Lincoln/Garrard Solid 
Waste board would have to set 
the price cap and fee percent¬ 
age. 


Construction equipment could provide big savings for Stanford

STANFORD — Officials 
say construction vehicles 
purchased with leftover grant 
money have the potential to 
save the Stanford Water 
Department tens of thou¬ 
sands of dollars every year in 
contracting costs. 

Stanford Water 

Department Manager Ryan 
Owens said a mini-excavator 
and dump truck the city 
acquired in September allow 
city employees to repair bro¬ 
ken water lines and conduct 
other jobs like adding tie- 
outs and boring into roads 
without calling in a third- 
party contractor. 

Ryan and three water 
department employees were 
using the equipment as 


recently as March 7, when 
they repaired a broken water 
line on Cut Off Street in 


downtown Stanford. 

The department was alert¬ 
ed to the break after someone 


reported water rising up into 
the road from the ground. 
Employees used the mini¬ 


excavator to unearth the bro¬ 
ken water line, then filled in 
the hole using the dump 
truck after repairs had been 
made. 

One house was without 
water until the repairs were 
completed. The whole 
process took less than three 
hours. 

Owens said had the depart¬ 
ment contracted the job out, 
it would have been an extra 
hour before the contractor 
even arrived to begin work¬ 
ing. And the city would have 
had to pay several water 
department employees to be 
on-site and help, anyway, he 
added. 

The Cut Off Street job 
could have cost $2,500- 
$3,000 if it had been con¬ 
tracted out, Owens estimat¬ 
ed. Instead, it cost just "a 


couple hundred dollars." 

"That's a huge savings," he 
said. 

The mini-excavator and 
dump truck were purchased 
with $93,500 of leftover 
grant money that the city did¬ 
n't need to finish its recent $7 
million upgrade to its waste- 
water treatment plant. 

"We didn't have to borrow 
any money," Owens said. 
"It's paid for." 

In addition, leftover grant 
money was used to purchase 
a small front-end loader. 

Prior to purchasing the 
equipment, Owens said the 
department was spending 
$120,000-$ 125,000 annually 
on jobs that were contracted 
out. 

Now, the department may 
not need to contract out any 
jobs.

FARM FACTS

Hay and pasture notes 


Thanks to a few days of 
sunshine, we are getting 
some needed farm work 
done. As the weather 
improves, I know you are 
going full speed ahead with 
your farming chores. 
Sometimes we get so busy 
we forget to take care of 
important chores. For that 
reason, I am going to just 
touch on some reminders 
for you to keep in your 
memory bank as you take to 
the fields in high gear. 

Sowing Clover - You still 
have time to make seedings 
of clover and grass, but it’s 
too late for topdress seed¬ 
ing. For renovation, this 
late you need to disk up 80 
percent of the grass then 
broadcast the seed and culti- 
pack or drag the field down. 
The other option is to spray 
the grass down with a herbi¬ 
cide and no-till seed the 
clover. 

Pasture Fertilization- 

You may want to put on 100 
lbs. of urea, 100 lbs. of 60 
percent potash, and 75 lbs. 
of DAP per acre on your 
grass to push out higher 
yields. This will pay off big 
time in better grazing. You 
can run more cattle or bale 
more hay. If your pasture is 
a grass and clover pasture, 
then use 100 pounds of 
DAP and 100 pounds of 60 
percent potash per acre. 
The fertilizer should be 
applied as soon as possible. 
February 15 to March 15 is 


the best time for pasture. 

Hay Field Fertilization- 

It would be best to apply 
fertilizer by a soil test but 
without one, I would sug¬ 
gest the following: 
Alfalfa/grass-125 lbs. of 
DAP per acre and 250 lbs. 
of muriate of potash per 
acre and boron; 
Clover/grass- 100 lbs. of 
DAP and 150 lbs. of muriate 
of potash per acre; Grass 
only 100 percent potash, 
and 100 lbs. of DAP per 
acre. When should you 
apply this fertilizer? The 
real answer is February, but 
today’s answer is “today”. 
Get it on quickly so it will 
have time to increase your 
hay yields 

Speedy Soil Sample 
Results- The next day it’s 
too wet to plow, get your 
soil samples taken and bring 
them to the Extension 
Office for analysis. We can 
test your soil for all major 
and minor nutrients. Our 
U.K. testing system allows 
us to get your results back to 
the office in seven days. I 
will then write your recom¬ 
mendation for only what 
you need for the best eco¬ 
nomic value so you don’t 
base your fertilizer use on a 
guess. Soil sampling is free 
here at the Lincoln County 
UK Extension Office. If 
your dealer takes your soil 
samples, be sure to tell them 
to the U.K. through your 
local Extension Office. 


Alfalfa Weevils- Mid 

March is the time of year to 
start inspecting your alfalfa 
fields for weevils. Check 
your fields every three to five 
days for damage. Don’t just 
eyeball, but break off some 
stems and shake them hard in 
a bucket to see if weevils are 
there. 

Beef Minerals Needed 
Bad- Be alert for grass tetany. 
Be sure your cows and calves 
have access to a good miner¬ 
al mix or block. A complete 
mineral not just white salt or 
a “blonde” trace mineral 
block but rather a complete 
mineral mixture. Cows and 
calves can’t get enough calci¬ 
um and phosphorus and trace 
minerals from grass and the 
cow’s milk to make maxi¬ 
mum gains. Bones and mus¬ 
cles are primarily calcium 
and phosphorus, so let’s 
make sure our beef cattle 
have enough minerals avail¬ 
able to get the best gains on 
our cattle. Make sure your 
mineral has sufficient mag¬ 
nesium to take care of grass 
tetany as that risk begins now 
and mns through May. 

Using a mineral mix with 
Rumensin will help your 
cows be in better condition 
for breeding so you should 
use a Rumensin mineral mix. 
It also helps control most 
bloat problems.

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Deadline set for NAP 


The Farm Service 
Agency's Noninsured Crop 
Disaster Assistance Program 
(NAP) provides financial 
assistance to producers of 
non-insurable crops when 
low yields, loss of inventory 
or prevented planting occur 
due to a natural disaster. The 
upcoming deadlines to file 
an application for natural 
disaster protection under the 
NAP are March 15 and May 
1 . 

The crops for March 15 
deadline are: beans, beets, 
broccoli, cabbage, can¬ 
taloupe, carrots, cauliflower, 
corn, corn-hybrid seed, 
cucumbers, eggplant, 
gourds, greens, herbs, let¬ 
tuce, onions, peas, peppers, 
Ppopcorn, potatoes, pump¬ 
kins, radish, sorghum, 
sorghum-grain, soybeans, 
squash, strawberries, sun¬ 
flowers, sweet potatoes, 


tobacco-burley, tobacco- 
dark air, tobacco-fire cured, 
tomatoes, turnips and water¬ 
melons. 

The crops for May 1 dead¬ 
line are: Nursery. 

Eligible producers must 
apply for coverage of non¬ 
insurable crops using Form 
CCC-471, and pay the appli¬ 
cable service fee at the FSA 
office where their farm 
records are maintained. The 
application and service fee 
must be filed by the applica¬ 
tion closing dates. 

Contact your local FSA 
office for additional NAP 
closing dates. Producers 
should always check with 
their local FSA office for 
specific crops and other 
application closing dates. 

An eligible producer is a 
landowner, tenant or share¬ 
cropper who shares in the 
risk of producing an eligible 


crop and is entitled to an 
ownership share of that 
crop. As authorized by the 
Food, Conservation, and 
Energy Act of 2008 (2008 
Act), an individual's or enti¬ 
ty's average nonfarm adjust¬ 
ed gross income (AGI) limi¬ 
tation cannot exceed 
$500,000 to be eligible for 
NAP. 

The service fee is the less¬ 
er of $250 per crop or $750 
per producer per administra¬ 
tive county, not to exceed a 
total of $1,875 for a produc¬ 
er with farming interests in 
multiple counties. 

Limited resource produc¬ 
ers may request a waiver of 
the service fee. To qualify 
for an administrative service 
fee waiver, the producer 
must meet established crite¬ 
ria. For more information 
contact your local FSA 
office.
